ATHENS, Oct. 16, via London, Oct. 
17.—Marines from the ships of the 


 entente powers to the number of about 


1,000 have been landed at Piraeus and 
have, occupied the railway station 
there and several buildings in Athens. 

Immediately this became known the 
streets of Athens ewarmed with Greeks 
¢ranticaly cheering King COonstantine 
and chanting the Greek national an- 


‘them. Great crowds marched through 


the streets, thousands gathering in the 
neighborhood of the postoffice square. 


MOVE TO PREVENT CLASH. 

The war minister, Gen. Dracos, or- 
dered out Greek troops and marines to 
guard every approach to the square in 
order to prevent any clash between 
Greek civilians and the French, who 
occupied that section, establishing a 
complete cordon about the French and 
taking all precautions to avoid any in- 
cident or accident capable of starting 
strife. 

The Greek government is fully alive 
te the fact that Greece's fate hangs on 
the prevention of further measures ‘on 
the part of the French commander.’ 

The British legation explains that 
the landing of marines was merely in- 
tended to reinforce the police.

FINALLY CORNERED MAYOR. 

“Mayor Thompson, after evading 
my questions for half an hour, finally 
wes cornered and had to admit that 
he never had revoked a saloon license 
‘or restored one except on the recom- 
mendation of Chief Healey,”’ said As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Johnston. “I 
asked the same question a dozen dif- 
ferent ways. The mayor would deliver 
a stump speech for an answer. Then 
he would flutter off on some rigmarole 
foreign to the subject like a bird that 
drags a wing to lead an intruder awey 
from its nest. Finally he admitted the 
truth. 

“ These saloons, on the evidence sub- 
mitted by the district captains and read 
in court, were unspeakable dives. On 
the complaints of his captains Chief 
Healey recommended the revocation of 
the licenses. A few days leter he asked 
that they be restored. What magic 
change had taken place in the dive- 
keepers? “Had they been transformed 
over night by the muster necromancers, 
Ald. De Priest or Ald. Lawley, by a 
few hypnotice passes of the hands? 


Healey Under “Influence.” 

“ This would seem to prove pretty con- 
clusively that Chief Healey had allowed 
his official acts to be influenced by poli- 
ticlans and had exhibited partiality. 
Admit that to be true, and we have 
proved ‘ probable cause’ why warrants 
should issue against him for malfeasance 
at least. 

“Mayor Thompson may have strayed 
within the possibility of prosecution by 
saying that he read all the evidence 
turned in by police captains in reference 
to saloons whose licenses he revoked. 
It is hardly to be believed that Mayor 
Thompson in fact read all the volumi- 
nous reports of the captains in these 
cases, but he said he did. If he did it 
might be held that he was guilty of 
malfeasance in ever restoring the li- 
censes of such vicious dives. If he did 
not, it mjght be an easy matter to prove 
him guilty of perjury.”’ 

“ Will you ask warrants or an indict- 
ment against Mayor Thompson?” Mr.

“I would prefer not to say,”’ he re- 
plied. “That will rest entirely with 
Ptate's Attorney Hoyne.”’ 


ERBSTEIN FIGHT REVIVED. 

Mr. O'Donnell, who, with Charles E.

©arthy’s affidavit declares he was asked 
by Mr. Hoyne’s agent a week ago to 
give false testimony against O'Donnell 
and Erbstein. 

“TI will lay this evidence first before 
the pardon board, im an effort to pre- 
vent the discharge of Wexler,’’ said Mr.

“) Records of the department of agricul- 


ture show that under the first three 


years of Dr. Wiley’s administration as 
ehief of the bureau of chemistry, fol- 


lowing the enactment of the food and 


drugs law, he instituted 9,000 cases | 


against alleged violators. During the 
first three years of the present adminis- 
tration but 2,200 cases were begun, only 
about one-fourth the number started by 
Dr. Wiley in the same length of time. 


Condensed Milk Watered. 
When Dr. Wiley was asked to give 
some concrete results of the changes 
made in the administration of the law 
since he left the bureau of chemistry he 
said: ‘Two and one-half pounds more 
water can be sold as condensed milk in 
every 100 pound lot than was formerly 
the case. We used to require 28 per 
eent solids in condensed milk; now it is 
25.5 per cent. 

‘ The amount of water in sirups was 
raised by about the same amount. 

“The officials have ceased to proceed 
against manufacture of tomato pulp 
when bacteria and molds were found 
therein. .

“The bleached flour decision was 
everturned and ordered back for a new 
trial.

Reply of Dr. Alsberg. 

Through codperation with the farmers, 
canners, and all other prcducers of food- 
stuffs, the bureau of chemistry under the 
present administration has been able to 
accomplish much more than the pre- 
vious one, which used the strong arm 
method of yanking every one into court, 
according to Dr. Alsberg. 

“We have enforced the food and drugs 
act vigorously,” said Dr. Alsberg. ‘‘ We 
have paid particular attention to perish- 
able food. products that decompose 
quickly and become contaminated by dis- 
ease germs. As they ic a sanitary, 


can now be called corn 


bacteriological investigation, rather than 
chemicai analysis there was not so much 
attention paid to them before. Those 
are the food products of particular im- 
portance to public health. 

“ Particular attention has been given 
interstate shipments of milk, .a com- 
modity which often carries typhoid and 
scarlet fever. We have done this in a 
way that hes kept the dairyman in the 
milk business instead of driving him out 
of it. Through codperation with other 
bureaus in the department we teach the 
dairyman how to produce a clean article 
instead of prosecuting him when he is 
found to have a can of dirty milk. 

“As a result of our methods of co- 
operation, every state food and drug in- 
spector is virtually a federal agent. This 
is having a big effect in getting uniform 
state laws on labeling goods.”’ 


As to Condensed Milk. 

When Dr. Alsberg was asked concern- 
ing the report that under the Wiley ad- 
ministration 28 per cent solids were re- 
quired in condensed milk, whereas now 
but 26.5 per cent are required, he said: 

“The answer to that is very simple. 
The old statute never was enforced in 
Dr. Wiley’s time and he knows it. It 
looked well on paper. When Dr. Wiley 
was head of the bureau of chemistry 
he permitted a so-called condensed la- 
bel to be placed on the can. The man- 
ufacturer could market. the product 
with any degree of condensation, if the 
amount of butter fat in the product

Father of City Controller] Manager, Who Says He Was 
Passes Away at St. Luke’s | “Dupe,” Yells of Fake 
at Age of 81. — Broker’s Cleanup. 


“I was the dupe of John F. Barrett, 
whom I accuse of being the head of a 
gigantic organization of stock wreck- 
ers and swindlers, who operated from 
coast to coast and cleaned up a half 
million dollars by their operations, t- 
ly from the poor.” 
That was the statement made by C. E. 
Pratt, who had the title of manager of 
the Barrett Bros.’ Chicago office, on his 
return from New York yesterday. 

Mr. Pratt took the first train for New 
York immediately after government 
agents reached Chicago. A receiver had 
been appointed for the New York of- 
fice on Oct. 3... Clients had charged the 
Barrett Bros. in Chicago with “ buck-
